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An  Open  Letter  to  Students 
of  Erindale  College 

The  announcement  has  already  been  made  to 
the  elected  members  of  the  SAGE  Council  that 
because  I  am  not  returning  to  Erindale  this  year,  I 
will  not  be  able  to  serve  in  my  elected  position  as 
Vice-President.  I  regret  that  this  has  happened,  and 
hope  that  my  successor  will  carry  on  in  the  best 
traditions  of  honesty,  both  personal  and 
governmental. 

But  allow  me  please  a  few  words  before  I  take 
my  final  leave.  Students  —  be  alert,  be  aware  of 
what  your  government  is  doing  for  (and,  possibly, 
to)  you.  A  student  government  can  be  of  a  great 
use  to  the  student  body  as  a  whole.  It  can  also  pull 
off  far  worse  shenanigans  than  any  other  kind  of 
government. 

During  my  campaign  last  March,  I  said  very 
little,  made  few  promises.  I  did  commit  myself  to 
work  hard  and  honestly  for  whatever  the  people  of 
Erindale  decided  they  wanted.  At  that  time  I  also 
said  that  SAGE  is  playing  around  with  about 
$58,000  worth  of  your  money;  that  you  should 
know  who  you're  voting  for,  and  vote  accordingly. 
Now  that  Council  is  elected,  remember  especially 
that  first  part  -  the  $58,000.  If  you  don't  like  the 
way  in  which  your  money  is  being  spent,  you  have 
the  power  to  change  it.  See  your  year  rep,  or  talk 
to  any  exec,  or,  if  you  feel  like  it,  sit  down  with 
Paul  Mo  ran. 

In  past  years,  there  have  been  countless 
complaints  and  grumblings  about  the  way  SAGE  is 
run,  and  how  students  who  do  not  sit  on  council 
have  no  say.  This  is  absolutely  untrue.  Your  year 
icps  are  there,  just  waiting  to  hear  from  you,  and 
what  you  want.  Again  —  if  you  don't  like  it, 
CHANGE  IT! 

Another  point  that  students  who  want  a  strong 
but  wise  government  should  watch  for  is  that  no 
one  group  or  function  should  get  too  much  power, 
nor  the  lion's  share  of  available  funds. 

I  especially  dislike  taking  leave  of  SAGE 
without  knowing  what's  going  on.  People  who 
know  me  realize  that  I  had  to  return  to  the  west, 
to  my  home,  for  the  summer  —  I  didn't  leave  to 
pass  the  buck.  And  whatever  rumours  were  flying 
at  that  time  had  no  substance  to  them  —  I  had 
intended  on  returning  to  Erindale  right  up  until  a 
few  weeks  ago.  Meanwhile,  I  had  heard  nothing 
from  the  Council,  nor  from  my  president,  which 
seems  to  me  to  indicate  a  decisive  split  in  council. 
Those  of  you  who  have  been  at  all  associated  with 
SAGE  in  the  past  year  will  know  this  to  be  true. 

$58,000  is  a  lot  of  money  -  YOUR  money. 

Meanwhile,  my  best  wishes  and  hopes  to 
SAGE  for  a  successful,  well-run  year.

Statement  of 

Chief  Electoral  Officer 

Student  Voting 

At  the  outset  it  should  be  stated  that  every 
qualified  voter  in  Ontario  has  a  "residence"  for 
voting  purposes  as  defined  in  the  Election  Act  as 
his  true  fixed  permanent  home  or  lodging  place  to 
which,  whenever  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention 
of  returning,  subject  to  certain  rules.  The  two  rules 
applicable  in  this  case  are:— 

1.  The  place  where  a  person's  family  lives  is 
deemed  to  be  his  residence  unless  he  takes  up 
or  continues  his  residence  at  some  other  place 
with  the  intention  of  remaining  there,  in  which 
case  he  would  be  deemed  to  be  resident  in 
such  other  place  and, 

2.  The  place  where  a  single  person  occupies  a 
room  or  part  of  a  room  as  a  regular  lodger  or 
to  which  he  habitually  returns,  not  having  any 
other  permanent  lodging  place,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  his  "residence". 

The  effect  of  the  foregoing  can  be  best  illustrated 
by  examples:- 

a.  In  the  case  of  a  married  voter,  it  is 
comparatively  simple.  Such  voter's  residence 
for  voting  purposes  is  where  the  spouse  and 
children,  if  any,  reside  unless  such  voter  has 
abandoned  his  family. 

b.  The  case  of  a  single  voter  who  has  no  parental 
home  and  is  entirely  on  his  own  is  also  quite 
simple.  His  "residence"  for  voting  purposes  is 
where  he  resides  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

c.  It  is  in  the  case  of  the  single  voter  who  has  a 
parental  home  where  some  difficulty  arises.  I 
think  it  is  fair  to  state  that  in  such  cases  it 
depends  largely  on  the  intention  of  the  voter, 
but  such  intentions  may  be  surmised  from  the 
voter's  actions  and  pattern  of  life. 

(i)    The  voter  who   normally  returns  to  his 

parental     home     most     week-ends     and 

holidays  and  who  still  depends  on  that 

home  for  certain  personal  services  such  as 

laundry    etc.     would     seem    to    be    still 

resident  in  that  home  for  voting  purposes. 

(ii)  On  the  other  hand,  the  single  voter  who 

has  cut  his  ties  with  his  parental  home  and 

is  completely  self-sufficient,  returning  to 

his  parental  home  as  a  visitor,  if  at  all,  is 

the    same    as    the  voter   in   example  (b) 

above,  i.e.,  his  home  for  voting  purposes  is 

where    he    resides    at    the    time    of  the 

election. 

To  sum  up,  the  student  voter  is  not  any  different 

from  any  other  voter  in  Ontario  except  that  he  is 

given    a    special    privilege   which    is  restricted   to 

certain  special  classes  of  voters,  that  is  the  privilege 

of  voting  by  proxy  if  he  cannot  conveniently  vote 

in  person  in  his  own  electoral  district  either  at  the 

Advance  Poll  or  on  polling  day. 
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A  SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THIS  SUMMER'S  CONSTRUCTION; 
OR,  OH!  A.O.  YOU'VE  GONE  AND  BUILT  ANOTHER  BARN 


The  following  is  the  text  of  a  brief 
sent  to  the  Administration  of  SAGE 

In  this  brief  we  intend  to  present  the  reasons 
and  circumstances,  maintained  by  the  Erindale 
Student  Government,  which  calls  for  the  relocation 
of  the  temporary  building  site.  This  brief  has  been 
written  in  the  best  interests  of  the  future  of 
Erindale  College. 

In  order  to  view  our  arguments  in  perspective, 
a  history  of  the  proposed  temporary  building  and 
its  plans  must  be  given.  This  history  is  a  synopsis  of 
what  we  have  experienced  and  accidentally 
encountered  in  the  College  plans  concerning  this 
temporary  structure. 

At  a  March  meeting  of  the  Erindale  College 
Council,  a  question  was  raised  about  a  rumour 
circulating  concerning  portables  being  constructed 
on  campus.  To  the  best  of  our  recollection,  since 
neither  the  question  nor  the  answer  was  recorded 
in  the  minutes,  the  reply  was  that  eight  to  ten 
portables  were  to  be  constructed  and  would  be 
ready  for  occupation  by  September  1971.  These 
portables  were  to  be  employed  as  seminar  rooms, 
faculty  offices  and  a  student  common  room,  due 
to  the  overcrowded  conditions  that  the  College 
anticipates  in  the  coming  1971-72  term.  The 
reaction  in  council  was  one  of  shock  and  surprise 
since  no  mention  of  portables  had  been  made 
before  that  time.  The  entire  portable  concept 
appeared  to  be  a  firmly  established  fact  that  could 
not  be  altered. 

The  question  of  the  portables  soon  became  a 
hotly  debated  topic,  it  was  an  election  issue  and 
was  the  cause  of  many  argumentative  visits  to  the 
principal.  The  general  student  reaction,  we  can 
safely  say,  was  strongly  negative  towards  the 
construction  of  any  portables  on  the  Erindale 
Campus. 

We  realized,  however,  that  Erindale  was,  and 
still  is,  in  grave  need  of  this  extra  space  in  order  to

maintain  a  reasonable  degree  of  comfort  for  over 
twenty-three  hundred  staff  and  students.  In 
addition  to  the  high  school  atmosphere  that  would 
be  an  immediate  result  of  portables,  and  the 
unaesthetic  value  of  the  building  themselves,  we 
strongly  objected  to  the  unilateral  manner  in  which 
these  building  decisions  had  been  made. 

Therefore,  it  was  with  relief  that  at  the  April 
12th  meeting  of  the  Erindale  College  Council, 
Principal  Wilson  submitted  the  following 
statement:  "It  is  proposed  [that  the  College]  build 
a  single  temporary  building  adjoining  the  new 
building  and  between  it  and  the  steam  plant,  to 
house  seminar  rooms,  faculty  offices,  and  common 
rooms.  This  is  to  be  completed  for  use  by 
September  1971." 

This  announcement  was  met  with  satisfaction 
*  as  it  answered  some  of  the  questions  and  problems 
created  by  the  portables. 

Primarily,  and  most  importantly,  this  building 
was  to  be  temporary.  The  sole  purpose  of  the 
structure  was  to  allow  breathing  space  for  the 
college  until  Phase  III  was  completed.  By  placing 
the  portable  on  the  future  site  of  Phase  III,  we 
were  assured  that  its  life  span  could  be  no  more 
than  three  years,  the  time  at  which  Phase  1 1 1  would 
commence. 

Secondly,  this  siting  of  the  temporary  building 
would  assure  that  other  beautiful  parts  of  the 
campus  would  not  be  disrupted  by  the  erection  of 
a  low  budgeted  portable  structure. 

Having  heard  these  plans,  and  regarding  them 
as  satisfactory,  we  left  the  details  of  construction 
with  the  administration  and  pursued  the  issue  no 
further.  At  that  time  we  expected  to  be  informed 


of  any  significant  changes  made  in  the  planning  for 
the  portable. 

At  a  User's  Committee  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
May  25th,  1971,  Principal  Wilson  announced  that 
the  temporary  building  had  been  relocated.  We 
were  shocked  and  caught  totally  unprepared  to 
discuss,  to  any  valuable  extent,  the  practicality  of 
this  relocation. 


After  studying  this  new  proposal,  and  finding 
it  unsatisfactory,  we  presented  our  opposition  in 
both  verbal  and  written  form  to  the  Principal's, 
Dean's  and  Superintendent's  offices.  We  were 
repeatedly  informed,  however,  that  our  arguments 
were  too  late  in  that  contracts  for  construction 
were  to  be  signed  the  following  day  or  two. 

The  following  day,  we  visited  the  Dean,  who 
with  a  sympathetic  ear,  listened  to  our  anger  and 
grievances  but  again  stated  that  it  was  too  late  to 
change  anything.  Furthermore  he  stated  that  the 
building  would  be  constructed  on  a  permanent 
foundation  although  labeled  "temporary"  for  tax 
purposes.  We  asked  that  the  con*  acts  not  be 
signed  until  after  the  Users  Committee  meeting 
two  days  later,  when  the  faults  of  the  scheme 
could  be  discussed.  The  request  was  denied.  In 
spite  of  this,  the  portable  question  was  raised  for 
discussion  at  the  meeting  where  both  sides  of  the 
argument  were  presented. 

We  maintained  that  the  new  "temporary" 
building  was  not  the  type  of  structure  that  we 
would  want  to  occupy  a  prominent  spot  on 
campus.  We  argued  that  the  new  site,  the  triangle 
of  land  between  the  walkway  to  the  Science 
Complex  and  the  walkway  to  the  students  centre, 
the  Colman  Place,  was  a  poor  location  for  the 
buildings.  We  were  assured  at  the  meeting,  that 
absolutely  no  trees  would  be  removed  to 
accommodate  the  portable. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  land  adjacent  to  the 
Science  Complex  is  barren,  and  to  place  a 
temporary  structure  here  would  not  require  any 
destruction  of  land  or  removal  of  trees  as  has 
already  been  the  case  with  the  new  site. 

The  "portable"  building  is  to  be  placed  at  the 
crossroads  of  the  campus  traffic.  Built  at  the  cost 
of  $12  per  net  assignable  square  foot,  the 
structure,  in  our  opinion,  will  be  very  crude, 
unattractive  and  consequently  unwelcomed  in  the 
hub  of  the  campus.  Certainly  after  tens  of  millions 
of  dollars  have  been  spent  on  creating  buildings 
that  harmonize  with  the  natural  beauty  of  our 
college,  there  should  be  little,  if  any,  desire  to  leave 
the  portable  on  the  college  grounds.  This  building 
was  conceived  as  a  temporary  relief  to  Erindale's 
critical  shortage  of  space,  not  as  an  addition  to  the 
surroundings  of  our  campus. 

Having  heard  these  arguments  and 
understanding  some  of  them,  Dean  suggested  that  a 
college-wide  referendum  be  held  to  determine  the 
staff-student     acceptance     or     rejection     of    the 


portable  and  site.  Furthermore,  the  Dean  said  that 
strong  rejection  of  the  site  would  be  sufficient 
cause  to  relocate  the  building  to  the  original  site  by 
the  Science  complex.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  and  according  to  the  minutes  of  the 
last  User's  Committee  meeting  of  June  10th,  the 
cost  of  moving  the  portable,  once  built,  is 
approximately  $15,000. 

Quoting  from  the  minutes  of  the  last  Users' 
Committee:  "Mr.  Miller  stated  that  the  building 
can  be  so  located  that  no  trees  need  be  cut  down." 
However,   on   June    15  a  20-foot  birch  tree  was 


felled  to  make  room  for  the  portable  structure. 
Perhaps  this  tree  is  not  that  important  although  we 
think  it  is,  but  the  problem  of  broken-trust  is  very 
serious." 

The  whole  issue  boils  down  to  the 
non-consultative  manner  in  which  the 
administration  proceeded  with  the  relocation. 
Different  views  on  the  sites  were  not  solicited  after 
the  move  was  planned.  Word  was  not  given  until 
immediately  prior  to  the  signing  of  contracts. 

The  administration  argues  for  the  new  site 
maintaining  that  plumbing  lines  can  be  built 
cheaper  there.  However,  the  difference  in  plumbing 
costs  can  in  no  way  approach  the  $50,000  or  even 
$15,000  it  would  cost  to  relocate  the  structure. 

Another  argument  for  the  new  site  is  that 
those  occupying  the  structure,  English  and 
Philosophy  professors,  would  be  closer  to  the 
library  in  the  preliminary  building.  Upon 
consulting  the  head  of  the  English  Department, 
Professor  Van  Fossen,  and  other  English 
professors,  we  learned  that  they  would  not  mind 
having  their  offices  in  the  temporary  building  even 
if  it  were  located  by  the  Science  complex. 

The  administrators  express  a  desire  to  see  this 
portable  as  a  link  between  the  two  buildings,  but  as 
the  distance  between  the  two  is  very  small  —  a  four 
minute  walk  —  the  need  for  such  a  link,  especially 
in  the  form  of  an  inexpensive  portable,  does  not 
exist.  Neither  does  talk  of  converting  the  portable 
into  student  facilities  —  once  the  space  crisis  is  over 
—  impress  us  as  a  worthy  enough  reason  for 
retaining  the  structure. 


Having  shown  our  concern,  the  administration 
promised  to  keep  us  fully  informed  on  all 
consequent  developments  on  this  and  all  other 
issues.  However,  it  was  only  by  accident  that  we 
learned  that  two  additional  smaller  portables  were 
also  to  be  erected  on  the  same  site.  This  may  have 
been  an  honest  mistake,  but  we  are  not  sure. 

The  whole  purpose  of  this  brief  is  to  further 
the  arguments  against  locating  the  building  in  the 
triangle  between  the  walkways  and  in  favour  of 
placing  the  temporary  structure  near  the  Science 
Complex  which  all  factions  of  the  College  earlier 
had  agreed  upon. 

We  believe  that  in  order  for  a  fair  and  proper 
decision  to  be  made,  all  sides  of  the  arguments 
must  be  heard.  We  realize  that  the  construction 
company  has  already  started  clearing  the  land.  We 
understand  that  our  administration  is  in  favour  of 
the  present  location.  We  must,  nevertheless,  ask 
this  committee  to  stop  the  present  construction 
and  relocate  the  building  to  its  original  site,  which 
would  be  cheaper  than  moving  the  portable  once  it 
is  finished.  If,  however,  construction  cannot  be 
stopped,  we  request  that  the  structure  be  relocated 
to  the  original  site  following  the  1971-72  academic 
year.  It  is  upon  these  firm  convictions  that  this 
brief  is  before  you  now.
